Asks Federal 
Aid to Schools 


Proposal W ould Provide 
I !/4 Billion Over 5 Years 
To Be Matched by States 


WASHINGTON UP) —President 
Eisenhower sends to Congress to­ 
day a proposal expected to call for 
250 million dollars worth of fed­ 
eral aid for building schools in 
each of the next five years. 
This IV4 billion dollars, to be 
matched by the states, would be 
distributed on the basis of need. 
In other words, states with high 
average incomes 
would get a 
smaller percentage of the feder­ 
al money than the poorer states. 
Even before Eisenhower dis­ 
patched his special message. Rep. 
Augustine B. Kelley (D-Pa) said 
a program with such a distribu­ 
tion formula 
“would place the 
school business 
under 
furthei 
government control.” 
Kelley Bill 
Kelley is author of a 
bill to 
supply 400 million dollars a year 
for each of the next four years. 
He said it “minimizes federal con­ 
trol” since the assistance would go 
to states on the basis of 
their 
school age population without re­ 
gard to income. 
Kelley and Chairman Barden 
(D-NC) of the House Education 
Committee said in separate inter­ 
views they will press for early 
House action on 
Kelley’s 
bill. 
Both said they saw no likelihood 
of House committee hearings on 
Eisenhower’s program. 
Speaker 
of the House Rayburn (D-Tex) 
has promised early House action 
on the issue. 
Early Hearings 
It was expected, however, that 
the Senate Education Committee 
would hold early hearings on Ei­ 
senhower’s proposal. 
Informed sources said prior to 
announcement of the Elsenhower 
program that the President would 
steer cie. r of a major* p o in 'c f 
controversy—school segregation. 
Rep. Powell (D-NY) has claim­ 
ed sufficient House votes to at­ 
tach to any aid to education bill 
a provision to bar federal money 
to areas 
maintaining 
separate 
schools for whites and Negroes. 
In the Senate, Chairman Hill 
(D-Ala) of the Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee, which hand­ 
les school matters, has urged that 
no anti-segregation provision be j 
tacked to the bill lest it then be J 
talked to death by Southern sen­ 
ators. 
A year ago Eisenhower urged 
Congress to authorize 200 million 
dollars over three years for school J 
aid. The reported new plan would j 
increase the total by over a bil- 
lion dollars and add two years to 
the program. 
Eisenhower was expected

to call again for authority for the 
federal government to 
buy 750 
million dollars worth of low-in- 
terest bonds from school districts 
unable to float school building is­ 
sues on the open market.

blood is impeded, cutting off for a 
time the necessary revitakzating 
area of the body. 
This constriction is followed by a 
dilation, which results in a spas 
modic flow of blood to the skin. 
In this spasmodic contraction and 
expansion, the w’alls of the capil- 


come w eakened, perm itting 
the 
blood plasm a to seep through into 
surrounding tissues. Some rem ain­ 
ing blood cells pile up to form an 
obstruction that blocks the circu la­ 
tion.

tion, there is extensive gangrene 
which is usually w et, and large 
segm ents of an entire extrem ity, 
such as an arm or leg, are in­ 
volved.

ping system, he can support this 
number on a small acreage. But 
he’d have to milk IOO average 
cows making only half this pro­ 
duction to get the same net. And 
he’d be selling about three times 
as much milk, thereby adding to 
farm surplus, plus being unable 
to meet the big feed needs. 
Another good example is use of 
soil tests, to cut fertilizer costs 
to that necessary to get the yields 
needed. Legumes in the cropping 
system have also helped 
here. 
Other crop practices include big 
silage use. Better livestock includ­ 
ing early, well-bred calves and 
meat type hogs also point to bet­ 
ter price spreads for the winners. 
Most of the families honored 
made the progress over a period 
of IO years or more. In most cas­ 
es they started by revising their 
cropping system, a step at a time 
along with soil conservation. As 
yields 
justified changes, 
they 
worked on livestock improvement. 
Efficient crop yields and livestock 
management paid the bills as they 
went along. One winner said he

Mr. and Mrs. Noah Heath of 
East Prairie, named as winners 
in the Balanced Farming contest 
for District 8 of Missouri, have 
used balanced farming since 1950 
and have made it work for them 
in terms of low-cost farm produc­ 
tion and efficient management. 
But their story has also helped 
five sharecropper tenants. Heath 
has worked out his livestock proj­ 
ects in partnership with his cotton 
tenants so they w ill have off-sea­ 
son labor. The plan has proved 
a good arrangement for both. 
Heath, a native of the Soutn- 
east Missouri cotton country, was 
working in St. Louis when he 
decided to go back to the farm. 
He ;tfid Mrs. Heath started with 
a team of mules and 80 acres of 
thin sand type land in 1934. Since 
that time, he has gradually added 
land and inventory and now has 
five sharecroppers 
working his 
cotton acreage. 
When they joined the Balanc­ 
ed Farming association in 1950, 
livestock production was tied to 
60 feeder cattle and IO litters of 
hogs yearly plus a small laying 
flock. At that time hogs averaged 
6.2 pigs per little. Today, 20 lit­ 
ters are farrowed in a new far­ 
rowing house and he is saving 
more pigs. The farm is now car 
rying a total of 106 feeder cattle 
plus 19 sheep and six milk cows 
for himself and his five tenants. 
He has also started a beef herd 
with IO cows. 
Corn has recently become an im­ 
portant crop for Heath. In 1950, 
his corn made 35 bushels per acre 
This season, a total of 170 acres 
averaged 96 bushels per acre, bas­ 
ed on that picked out. One 20 acre 
field was 
exceptionally 
good, 
Heath picking 
132 bushels per 
acre from the whole field. 
In this area cotton is the big 
crop. Heath said his cotton had 
been averaging about 500 pounds 
of lint. This has climbed to about 
I Vi bales on his entire acreage 
and one 12-acre field made two 
bales per acre this year. Wheat 
averaged 31 bushels. 
Soybeans, 
another big crop on the farm, 
averaged 25 bushels. 
These yields are largely attri­ 
buted to a $oil building program 
by Heath. A continuous program 
of soil testing and fertilizer use 
along with heavy green manure 
crops has given big yields and the 


low-cost production needed today. 
This past season alone, he used 
175 tons of lime, 20 tons of rock 
phosphate and 52 tons of mixed 
fertilizers plus nitrogen. Some 200 
acres of rye and vetch were turn­ 
ed under for green manure. 
A ll fields have been fenced in 
the improvement program so hogs 
and cattle can be used to clean 
up harvest fields, especially corn. 
This year Heath said corn left 
in the field carried his hog crop 
fnr seven weeks. 
Heath’s Balanced Fanning pro­ 
gram 
includes 
enlargement 
of 
livestock operations to keep pace 
with his crop yields, and a sys­ 
tematic program for new farm­ 
stead improvements. 
Good management has made it 
possible to build livestock opera­ 
tions around 
cotton 
production 
which is the center of this opera­ 
tion, as is true on many Southeast 
Missouri farms in this top cotton 
arca. One tenant is in partner­ 
ship on the hog project and hand­ 
les farrowing and young pigs in 
the central farrowing house. Oth­ 
ers work on different phases of 
the hog projects and crops. Sim i­ 
lar arrangements are used with 
both the feeder steer program and 
a recently acquired 10-cow beef 
herd and flock which are being 
built up.
